and cellar, spreading them out as mich 
as possible,td: di't'^'and every time the 
was going to market he.'got.ready a 
le-^r bushels 'of. .tKese onions 1>y cutting 
oft'the tops and removing;!the outsjde 
skin,'so a« to make tham-Jook fresh 
and nice. He found- customers for 
them at a good price. But. whatever 
the price let them go. * It is no- use try- 
ing to keep 'them. They will' never 
make good, sound, marketable onions. 


There are many way* of keeping 


good, sound, ripe, "dry onions. 'J]he 
great point is to' keep them dry. ' But 
you must recollect tha'.t! even a ripe, 
dry onion, contains aft'least '.eighty jjer 
cent, of 'water, and when"a.large mass 
of them are kept together! .they are 
liable to ..."sweat," and the >skins. aiid 
tops become damp, and if the temper|a- 
Uire is above • freezing they will thrpw 
out roots and commence to grow, just 
as they would in the damp soil. 
Ifiit 


is necessary-to keep them in a large 
mass,-put them in' 
1 a dry place, such as 


a shed or barii; then1; they .'will 
freeze solid; and stay frozSri .till wanted 
in spring. 'They must be well covered 
to keep them from thawing, and you 
should avoid putting them in a barn with 
abasement underneath where housds, 
cattle, slicop or hogs are .kept, as tbe 
warmth from the aninuvls might thaw 
them out. We have kept them perfectly 
on the east side of-a north'and'south 
wall, where- the snow drifts several 
feet high and remains all spring. They 
were simply covered with 'corn-stalks 
and leaves. 


They can be placed three or four 


inches-deep on shelves in a dry cellar, 
or in slat boxes holding about a bushel 
each. The lowor boxes should be 
placed on boards, and not on the cellar^ 
lioor. The boxes may be piled up one 
above another, but in such a way as 
to "break joints" and admit of a.cir- 
calatiori. of air all around and through 
every box. .Iu other words, .do not 
place the ends and sides of the boxes 
close to each other. Leave a space of 
two or three inches between the boxes. 
A little.ingenuity niay.be required to 
Black them up, and. it -is well to think 
out the method before yon commence, 
BO as to know exactly what you are 
going to do.' At any rate, see that the 
onions are dry before storing them' it 
the cellar or. hoifse, and do iiot pack 
the boxes too'- close,'and give frequent 
ventilation and'change of "air.by open- 
ing the doors and windows. Keep as 
near,the freezing point as possible, and 
see that, the ;cellar is clean, and thai 
there is no damp, .organic matter any- 
where.

that Sullivan and Ryan should not appear 
until eleven o'clock, so aa to give those 
who attended the Charleston benefit an 
opportunity of reaching the pavilion io 
time to witness the Sullivan and Kyan per- 
formance, 
The men. fought with four- 


dunce gloves and under revised Queens- 
berry rules, the agreement being that tho 
winner should take seventy-nye per cent, 
and the loser twenty-tive per cent, of the 
gate money. 


Fat Sheedy, Sullivan's manager, said 


that the match would not last fifteen min- 
utes; that Sullivan intended,to knock Kyan 
out so Dsuddenly that he would not even 
give the police a chance to interfere. The 
great bulk of the male population was ou 
a tip-toe of excitement at the prospect of 
a cluan '-knock-out." 


-As early as seven o'clock the doors of 


the, pavilion were besieged by an eager 
crowd impatiently awaiting admission. 
When at last the doors were thrown open 
the rush to obtain good seats was so great 
that many people were badly crushed, if 
not seriously injured. When all were in- 
side the pavilion contained nine thousand 
people. Sheedy was surprised. He says 
he never saw such a house before except 
once in Madison Garden, New York. He 
estimates that the receipts will reach 
twelve thousand dollar s.

Prussian soldier against hi.s Austrian 
and 13.tvari.in comp.vU'iot as Well as 
against iiis traditional French enemy. 
Oulv in the LatulBlurm, or home guard, 
linger some veterans of the Seven 
Weeks' war, and the grass has long 
been green over 'the graves of their 
brethren who perished in fratricidal 
conflict at KoniggraL/, and Kissingen.

were not brothers in arms, nor would 
any of the new general ion look with 
the old fear and rancor on their neigh- 
bors across the Rhine if Frenchmen 
upon lhe,ir part would but cease talk 
ing of revenue.—A".
